Founder of the Theosophical Society 
in a Railway Wreck in Italy. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Nov. 4.—Col. Henry 
Steele Olcott of Adyar, India, President 
and founder of the Theosophical Society 
and coworker in her lifetime of Mme. 
Blavatsky, has been seriously injured in 
a railway accident in Italy, according to 
private advices received to-day by a mem- 
ber of the society in Kansas City. 

Beyond stating that Col. Olcott had been 
placed in a hospital and was “in a bad 
way,” no details were given. Because of 
his advanced age fears that he will not 
recover are entertained. 

Col. Olcott at the time he was injured 
was on the way home to India from Chi- 
cago, where he had presided at the an- 
nual convention of the American section 
of the Theosophical Society, held in that 
city in September. 


Col. Olcott was born over seventy years 
ago, and as a young man became inter- 
ested in scientific agriculture. He edited 
The Working Farmer and started a school 
of agriculture at Mount Vernon. His 
schemes failed, and for a time he was on 
the staff of The New York Tribune ag an 
agricultural authority. When the civil 
war started he went to the front, and 
was seriously wounded. On his recovery 
he practiced law in this city, and became 
noted as an investigator of ‘“ graft.” He 
cleaned up the scandals in the Mustering 
and Disbanding Department, and was em- 
ployed by the Government to root abuses 
out of the navy yards. 

In 1874 he met Mme. Blavatsky, and 
from that time the course of his life 
was changed. He went to India in 1878, 
and was the founder of the Theosophical 
Society. With the alleged frauds perpe- 
trated in the name of “‘ Mahatmas”’ he

| him. Ths ambulances from the several

Passaic. All the others injured were cut 
by flying glass. 

The car left the track about a hundred 
yards from where it turns into Franklin 
Avenue from Nutley. There is a slight 
hill at this point, and the car gains con- 
siderable momentum before it reaches the 
switch, which is a temporary affair put at 
Kingsland Avenue while the roadbed 
through Nutley is being repaired. 

The road was completely blocked to all 
traffic for two hours, All the trolley 
cars on this section of the Public Service 
system are of the “ one-end” kind. They 
had to work back from each side of the 
wreck into Newark and Paterson. An- 
other car was derailed near Passaic 
while the wrecking crew was at work 
on the first wreck.

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TIMES WILL FLASH THE RESUL 


Ray of Light to the North Will Tell Hughes Is Elected 
—If to the South, It Will Be Hearst—Bulletins 
in Times Square and Harlem.

THE New YorRK Times will display bulletins of the election results to-morrow 
night at Times Square and the corner of 125th Street and Seventh Avenue. As 
fast as they are received the bulletins will be thrown upon screens. 

Larger crowds can see the results with comfort and safety at both these places 
than in any other parts of the city. At Times Square, where the bulletins will 
appear on the north end of the Times Building, there is space for an immense 
gathering In the triangle between Broadway, Seventh Avenue, and Forty-fifth 
Street. A booth will be erected in the street, and from this the rgturns will be 
flashed on a screen 20 by 24 feet raised over the Subway kiosk. By means of a 
new device they will be visible from a much greater distance than in former years, 
and the rude, almost illegible scrawls with which election crowds have hereto- 
fore had to satisfy themselves will be replaced by records which may be read 
at a glance without fear of error. 

To announce to all the city, to Long Island, and New Jersey the result of 
the contest for the Governorship THE Trimps will use the searchlight. On its great 
tower, nearly 400 feet above the pavement, and 414 feet above sea level, has been 
installed the largest searchlight in the city. It is of the type supplied to tho 
battleships of the United States Navy for service in war. 

A 80-inch projector will throw a beam of light of sufficient intensity to ren- 
der fairly discernible on a clear, dark night a light-colored object 10 by 20 feet 
in size at a distance of 6,000 yards. Its beams really carry very much further 
and could be used in signaling at a great distance. The appliance has a para- 
bolic ground glass silver-plated mirror made in Germany to the standard of the 
United States Navy. These mirrors have true parabolic surfaces and the light thoy 
give is somewhat whiter than that of the usual reflector, and consequently more 
penetrating. They are made by Schuckert & Co. of Nuremburg. 

The lamp is designed to throw the greatest possible amount of Nght on the 
reflector, and screen shutters are provided to prevent the direct rays from leav- 
ing the projector, so that all the rays are sent out parallel. Both positive and 
negative carbons are fed automatically at. the same time, and are so proportioned 
that the arc remains in the focus of the mirror until they are entirely consumed. 
The carbon holders or carriages are designed for vertical and horizontal adjust- 
ment, and by means of a magnet fastened on the inside of the projector and sur- 
rounding the arc on all sides but the top, the arc is made to burn steadily near 
the centre of the carbons and in focus with the mirror. There is a front door 
made up of strips of glass, ground plano-ccnvex, each strip being a lens, with 
the convex side outward. The beam of light passing through this door is di- 
verged, making it wider but not increasing its height. : 

A flash to the north, swinging in an are from east to west, will indicate that 
Hughes is elected. If Hearst is victorious the flash will be to the south, and the 
arc will be from east to west in a southerly direction. By this means it will 
be possible for people in any part of the city to know at the earliest moment who 
will be the next Governor of New York. 

Searchlights have been used in the navy for signaling on the clouds at great 
distances. Admiral Evans once signaled successfully a distance of twenty-six 
miles. The Navesink Light has been seen more than forty miles out at sea. The 
searchlight to be used by THE TIMES was Seen very distinctly seven miles away 
in a test Saturday night. 

In addition to the returns the screen on the Times Building will be used for 
the display of moving pictures. They will include patriotic subjects, and views 
of such events as the Vanderbilt Cup races, a turnout of the Fire Department, 
and humorous incidents. Frank W. McKee’s band will be stationed at the north 
end of the Times Building and will play popular selections in the intervals of 
waiting for the returns. 

A novel feature of the evening will be a concert given by the Auxetophone, 
supplied by Landay Brothers. The Auxetophone is the last word in the improve- 
ment of the phonograph. It has been specially devised to supply music to just 
such great gatherings as will assemble in Times Square on Election Night. 1¢ 
magnifies the sound in marvelous fashion and throws the notes to a great distanoe, 
National and popular airs will be played, and the gathering will be inviteg to 
sing to the accompaniment of the instrument. 

At 12hth Strect THE TrmEs bulletin can be Seen by a crowd hardly smaller than 
that in Times Square. The returns will be displayed on a screen set across 125th 
Street, diagonally from the northeast corner, and they will be visible not only from 
125th Street, but down Seventh Avenue for two or three blocks, The same im- 
proved method of setting forth the figures will be used as at the Times Building, 


and there will also be moving pictures.

DEATH MUDDLES BALLOTS. 


Pasters Will Have to be Used in Two 
City Districts. 


The death of several candidates for va- 
rious offices has presented a new problem 
to the voters of some parts of this city, 
and in at least one district up the State. 
As it is too late to reprint the ballots, 
pasters must be used. Since the new 
Secret ballot law went into effect pasters 
are only permissible where changes on 
the ticket are too late to permit of re- 
printing the ballots. Some of the Inspect- 
ors expect to have considerable trouble 
with the pasters owing to ignorance on 
the part of the voters as to their use. 

In the Second Judicial District a paster 
will have to be used on every ballot be- 
cause of the death of William Hughes, 
candidate for Supreme Court on the Dem- 
ocratic ticket. Rowland A. Miles of Suf- 
folk has been nominated to take Hughes’s 
place. , 

In the Second Congress District, which 
includes a part of Brooklyn, the voters 
will have to cast paster ballots. Thomas 
F. Delaney, Independence League candi- 
date for Congress, died last week, and 
John J. McManus has been nominated to 
fill the vacancy. 

The death of Congressman John H. 
Ketcham, Republican candidate for Con- 

ress in the Cig gg aowion District, and 
he nomination of Samuel McMillan in 
his place, will force the voters of Greene, 
Columbia, Dutchess, and Putnam Coun- 
ties to use ballots with pasters.

DR. ADLER CONDEMNS 
HEARST AS A FANATIC 


As One Who Does Not Regard 
the Means to the End. 


USES BOTH GOOD AND BAD 


Just as They Serve Some End, Cut- 
ting at Our Liberty—Pulpit Opin- 
* tons on the Election. 


Dr. Felix Adler, speaking to the Society 
for Ethical Culture at Carnegie Hall yes- 
terday, expressed his opinion of W. R. 
Hearst’s candidacy for Governor in no 
uncertain terms. If he was “neither a 
demagogue nor a grafter,’’ Dr. Adler 
gaid, he was ‘‘a more fearful portent in 
American politics,”” because he must be 
of that type of fanatic who has a socially 
useful end in mind and walks ruthlessly 
ever whatever is in the way, who does 
not regard the means that lead to the 
end. ‘ 

“The means and the motives,” said 
Dr, Adler, ‘‘ are more important than the 
end. That is what distinguishes a moral 
person from @ mere politically passionate 
person.”’ 

Dr. Adler did not mention Mr. Hearst's 
mame. He referred to him as “ the radi- 
eal candidate.’’ In the first part of his 
talk he mentioned ‘‘ nomination by news- 
paper” as a new political device. The 
signs of discontent, he said, were to be 
regarded as signs of progress. He didn’t 
regard them as socialistic; the country 
Was not ready for that. 

“The masses of the American people,” 
said Dr. Adler, “are not hopeless. The 
state of mind of the masses is not 60- 
clalistic, but is strongly individualistic. 
They are very democratic. 

“Nor are they inspired by 
Hatred and envy are the vices of 
weak, and Americans are strong, or feel 
themselves to be strong. Poor people do 
mot hate the rich. They look upon rich 
people as those who have arriveq where 
they themselves would like to arrive. 
Even -the very poorest, even the factory 
girl, reads with a kind of satisfaction of

The 
book that Is now known as “ Science and 
Health "’ was the result.

were defeated at the Capitol of this Com- 
monwealth at the last session of our 
General Court (Massachusett’s Legislat- 
ure) by practices which are a part of 
this systematic scheme. I am informed 
that the proprietors of the said Collier’s 
Weekly have purchased the evidence fcr 
a@ large sum of money, under a contract 
to publish the same not later than ten 
| weeks after the first day of August; that 
the last day for publishing the same has 
|} expired; that the said Collier's Weekly 
has refused to publish the same accord- 
ing to the contract. 

“IT am further informed that Collier’s 
Weekly is delaying publication of this 
evidence in violation of its contract until 
after election, lest it should have an in- 
jurious effect upon Republican candidates 
on election day. 

“Therefore I respectfully request you to 
obtain the same evidence and transmit it 
to me forthwith in order that I may be- 
gin an immediate inquiry into such acts 
occurring within my jurisdiction as may

The Mayor charges that two of the 
men who will be arrested to-day, acting 
at the instance of certain ring Demo- 
crats, caused 400 or more names of men 
who do not exist or have moved away to 
be registered in wards where the fight 
may be won by the casting of these 
fraudulent votes. Every one of these 400 
names has been registered ay affidavit. 
Ninety-five alone of these affidavits, it 
is alleged, were sworn to by a certain 
Master in Chancery, who is a prominent 
Democrat. 


BLAMES ELECTIONS BOARD. 


Hearst Lawyer Says He Did All He 
Could to Save Labor Men. 


The Hearst campaign managers in a 
final effort to conciliate the labor voters 
made publio yesterday a letter written to 
Chairman Ihmsen of the Independence 
League State Committee by Herbert R. 
Limburg. Mr. Limburg is the lawyer 
Mr, Hearst employed to fight the rejec- 
tion of the Independence League candi- 
dates by the Board of Elections. Ever 
since it became suspected that the legal 

roceedings were a bluff to hide the 
iearst-Murphy deal, labor men have been 
deserting Hearst. 

Mr. Limburg in his letter calls attention 
to the fact that all hearings before the 
Board of Elections took place on_Satur- 
day, Oct. 20, and on Monday, Oct. 22. 
Practically every case argued on Satur- 
day, Oct. 20, he says, was decided in his 
favor. Before the decisions were ren- 
dered, however, in the cases argued on 
Oct. 22 a remarkable change, he says, 
seemed to have taken place In the Board 
of Elections. Upon the identical affidavits 
upon which they had sustained the ob- 
jections to opposing candidates Mr. Lim- 
burg declares they overruled them. 

Mr. Limburg says that when he took 
the cases to the Court of*Appeals he was 
confronted with the suggestion that the 
Court of Appeals had no jurisdiction, be- 
cause there were questions of fact in- 
volved which the Appellate Division had 
never passed on. 

‘While thig is a very unfortunate sit- 
uation with regard to some of our can- 
didates,”’ Mr. imburg says in conclu- 
sion, ‘I know of no way whatever by 
which this could have been avoided, un- 
less the Board of Elections had rendered 
the decisions which we believe on the evi- 
—- before them they should have ren- 
dered.” 


FRANCE FACES A DEFICIT. 


Postal Rate on Newspapers and Sam- 
ples to be Raised. 


PARIS, Nov. 4.—According to a letter 
from Minister of Finance Caillaux to the 
Chairman of the Budget Committee, the 
budget for 1907 shows in round figures a 
revenue of 3,657,000,000 francs and ex- 


penditures amounting to _  8,832,000,000 
francs, making a deficit of 175,000,000 
francs. 

In order to provide for this deficit there 
has been added to the revenue the sum 
of 36,000,000 francs through increased 
taxation on absinthe, matches, and medi- 
einal specialties, and the raising of the 
postal rates on newspapers and samples, 
and 77,000,000 francs through the reduc- 
tion of various charges and the estimated 
increase in receipts from other sources. 

There remain 62,000,000 francs, which 
will be raised, if-necessary, by short-term 
Treasury bonds. 


German Insurance Co. Reorganizing. 
BERLIN, Nov. 4.—The Hamburg-Bre- 
men Allegemeine Reinsurance Company, 
which, according to the Hamburg corre- 
spondent of the Lokal Anzeiger, has gone

SPLITTING THE BALLOT. 


Voters Should Be Careful to Use Only 
Cross Marks In Voting. 


To the Editor of The New York Timea: 

In your ‘“ Topic” on “Scratching” in 
to-day’s issue you unconsciously aid the 
old-school politicians in frightening voters 
into the belief that they run great danger 
of spoiling their ballots by split voting. 
As a matter of fact very few ballots are 
spoiled by splitting. Under the decisions 
(especially the well-known Feeney case 
in 156 N. Y.) hardly any number of single 
crosses in voting spaces and circles in- 
validate a ballot, though they may de- 
feat the purpose of the voter as to some 
one or more offices; but even this is un- 
common. 

On the other hand, the vast majority of 
spoiled ballots, by which I mean ballots 
rejected as void, are straight; the straight 
voter being especially prone to put his 
cross under the party emblem but out- 
side the circle; and to be so anxious to 
catch the Inspectors’ eye that he adds 
something to the two intersecting lines 
which the statute, as amended in 1901, 
declares to be the only permissible mark. 
He generally repeats one or more ‘lines 
to insure their being seen, and so makes 
hig ballot ineffectual (Thatcher vs. Lent, 
71 App. Div., 483). 

As the result of an examination of sev- 
eral thousand ballots in judicial proceed- 
ings I do not hesitate to say that if a 
voter is careful to make his marks with 
a black lead pencil, in voting spaces or 
circles, and composed only of two lines 
crossing each other, he need have little 
fear of losing his vote by splitting to his 
heart’s content. If he does his splitting | 
with marks before the names of candi- 
dates (making no circle marks at all,) he 
may be quite certain that his ballot will 
be counted exactly as he intended. 

I avoid the word “scratch” because 
our election law does not permit scratch- 
ing, 1. e., erasing anything on the ballot. 
Scratching in that sense is fatal; but 
splitting is quite safe.

Mind in Time. 


WILL INSIST NEXT SEASON, 


Or Will Not Return—She Tells About 
a New View She Had of 
Venice. 





Not fully satisfied with the arrange-

ropolitan, Mme. Emma Eames arrived in 
New York yesterday on the Lorraine. 
She said she had come beforehand to! 
have some time to herself here before 
going on with her work. Speaking of her | 
plans, she said she would confine herself | 
at the opera to her repertoire of past} 
seasons. } 

Asked why she would not appear in any | 
new réles, Mme. Eames replied: 

*‘ Ask Mr. Conried.”’ | 

Pressed for her reasons, she explained 
that she did not wish to appear to have 
any controversy with the director of the 
Metropolitan or to criticise him. 

“The difficulty was,” she said, “that 
With the-added burdens put on him by 
the San Francisco fire Mr. Conried was 
not able to make his decision on plans in 
time to give me an opportunity to study 
new roles. I am a fast student, but Ij 
do not care to undertake a réle merely 
after learning it. I must digest it, make | 
it part of me. Often when I take up a} 
song I find that I have not fully hante 
Hated it, and am compelled to put t} 
aside for a time, sometimes for a year, 
until I can really feel it. 

‘“‘I asked Mr. Conried to tell me the | 
roles he wanted me to sing by June 1. 
When he said that he could not tell then, 
I extended the time to June 15. He was 
not ready, and so I had to give up the 
idea of taking up two or three new roles, 
as I had been prepared do when he 
first talked with me. at the 
end of July, he asked up 
*L’Africaine’ in Italian. I had sung in 
that opera in French, and would whi 
‘been prepared to take it u in French, 
but did not care to undertake it in =ag 
fan in such short I senhoglea that ! 
it be produced in French, but Mr. Conried 
explained that he wished to have Mr. 
Caruso in it, and that Mr. Caruso would 
not be prepared to undertake it in French. 

“Under such circumstances I told him | 
it would be better for me to undertake 
only the rédles in which I am prepared. 
That will be no hardship on him or me, 
for with the number of performances I} 
have with the opera company this sea- 
son my repertoire will just about fit, 
anc I can give performances in these] 
operas that satisfy me.

ENGINE RUNS INTO SALOON. 


Big Locomotive Jumps the Track— 
Two Tralnmen Killed. 


ROME, N. Y., Nov. 4.—A locomotive 
drawing an eastbound freight train on the 
New York Central Rallroad'_ to-day 
jumped the track here and plunged into a 
saloon at James Street. Engineer Albert 
Brown of Little Falls was scalded to 
death by steam and hot water. Brakeman 
Robert B. Vandervoort of Albany was 
crushed to death. 

The wrecked engine is No. 2,823, an 
eight-wheeler of the heaviest type. It 
was turned out of the shops last month.

IN PRELIMINARY GAMES 


May Overrate Princeton Because 
of Dartmouth’s Weakness. 


YALE DOWNCAST BY FAILURE 


Absence of Roome and Demoralization 
of Jones In a Measure Responsible 
—Harvard Potentially Strong. 


With the Yale-Princeton game less than two 
weeks off and the Harvard-Yale game fol- 
lowing the next week the football season may 
be sald to have reached its final stage. The 
form that is shown now may be taken as an 
accurate criterion of what may be done in 
the crucial contests, for there is scarcely time 
enough left for a great improvement. The 
results of each game are therefore most care- 
fully scrutinized by coachers and players, not 
for the scores that are made, but for the un- 
derlying indications of strength and weak- 
nesses brought to Mght. In this respect the 
games of last Saturday were of the utmost 
importance. 

The Yale-West Point game in this regard is 
the most prolific, though significance is at- 
tached also to the showing of Princeton and 

| Harvard in the games they played. On the 
| strength of this the temptation is very strong 
to declare that Princeton is markedly in the 
lead of the big elevens, with Harvard slightly 
in advance of Yale. Such a conclusion, how- 
ever, is not entirely justified. Princeton was 
facing a greatly overrated team. The Tigers 
played a good game, but the disparity between 
the two elevens exaggerated its excellence. 
| Princeton has a first-class team, but it Is 
not a world beater. It lacks offensive ability 





and it is by no means perfect in kicking. In 


| all other respects it seems to be first class. 

Harvard played a substitute team against 
Brown. There were so many absentees as to 
make the game worthless as any criterion of 
the Crimson’s strength. Until her cripples 
get back into the game there will be no chance 
| for Harvard to show her real strength Har- 
vard has the best attack of the three big 
teams. Defensively she ought to be pretty 
nearly as strong, and In kicking she has some- 
what better possibilities than Princeton. Har- 
vard potentially is undoubtedly the strongest 
team in the field, though she may not realize 
her full possibilities because of the accidents 
she has met with 

There has been e@ disposition to credit Yale 
with a very powerful and varied attack. It 
was believed that she would show wonders 
in the open game. Yale's strength, however, 


has always been line opening, the direct antith- 
esis. And she is not different this year. She 
has line-breaking power, but at West Point 
she could not show it, for the best half of her 
strength, Roome, was missing. Morse was out 
in this style 
of play. She was helpless in quick shifting 
pere because of unsteadiness produced by 

Jones's unaccountable failure. Jones ts a 
sure catcher, and why he should have gone to 
pieces no one can explain. The effect was to 
render him incapable of the fast snappiness 
in handling the ball that has been another 
marked quall!fication. 

In defense Yale’s weakness was unexpected, 
in spite of the fact that she has had trouble 
with her line all year. There is no cohesion | 
in the forwards. Unless she acquires this she | 
will be surely beaten in both big games to 
come, Giving attention to this, she cannot 
brace up the rest of her play as she should. 
The chances are, therefore, that she will go 
in against Princeton at least with her team’s 
possibilities not fully developed. With the} 
emphasis that this year’s rules puts on luck 
plays there is a chance of her pulling out 
ag she did at West Point, but Princeton and | 


| Harvard now look likely to beat her. 


There is much of Interest in the analysis | 
of the game at West Point. Yale's es | 
saved the day. She kicked off twice for 8 
yards, kicked out once for 40 yards, and 
punted 12 times for 493 yards, a total of 618 
yards and an average of 41 yards. West Point 
kicked off 3 times for 145 yards, kicked out 
twice for 60 yards, and punted 15 times for 
442 yards, a total of 647 yards and an average 
of 32 yards. Yale used two drop kicks and a 
place kick, and West Point had three kicks 
| blocked. These decided the game. 
| In rushing Yale rushed 21 times for a total 
of 37 yards and a loss of 8. West Point rushed 
27 times for a total of 61 yards and a loss 
| of 5. Besides this, West Point gained 40 yards 
|} on two forward passes and once lost the ball 
by a foul pass. Yale tried the forward pass 
twice and once lost 5 yards and once lost the 
| ball by interception Yale tried the short kick 
| four times and made 65 yards, but only once 
recovered it. West Point used it once for 15 
yards and lost it. Yale was held twice for 
downs. She fumbled 7 kicks and recovered 3 
of them. West Point fumbled 2 kicks and 
recovered both.

The Markets and Election—Money

For the greater part of last week 
financial markets displayed a hesita- 
tion wholly natural upon the eve of an 
election in which its interests are in- 
volved far beyond the apparently re- 
stricted influence which might be exer- 
cised by the election of the Democratic 
nominee for Governor at the polls to- 
morrow.

Money has been 
going out from this city for thirteen 
weeks, and the average weekly loss in 
that time has been about $5,000,000, 
making total shipments thus far $65,- 
000,000, It seems improbable that our 
bankers will be called upon to furnish 
more than $25,000,000 in addition to 
this amount. If this prove true, such 
a demand should be comfortably 
financed. Im October the revenues of 
the Treasury exceeded expenditures by 
$2,500,000, and in the six months of the 
present fiscal year ,the excess has 
amounted to $18,000,000. With this 
easy position of Government income, 
Mr. Shaw undoubtedly feels free to 
make further deposits of Treasury 
funds in case of need, and beyond this 
to make an attractive offer for the Gov- 
ernment bonds maturing next year, for 
the purpose of releasing further funds 
from the Government vaults.

STOCKS GO UP IN LONDON. 


Dear Money Stimulates Investment 
—Sharp Advance in Russians.

LONDON, Nov. 4.—The Times in its 
financial supplement to-morrow will 
say that it seems probable that all gold 
arrivals will be secured® by the Bank 
of England. If foreign competition pre- 
vents any arrivals from going to 
Threadneedle Street a higher Bank rate 
will become, if not immediately nec- 
essary, a very obvious probability. The 


Bank must lose gold between now and* 


the year-end and it is desirable that its 
gains considerably exceed its losses. 

The Times says the market is living 
only on the money borrowed from the 
Bank, estimated at from £5,000,000 to 
£7,000,000, and it warns operators that 
the prospect of easy money is remote. 

Money has been the prevailing influ- 
ence in the stock market, but the ef- 
fect of dear money has been to stimu- 
late investment, prices generally tend- 
ing upward. There seemed danger at 
one time that the investment demand 
would unduly encourage speculators, 
but the tencency was checked. 

Though money was the chief influ- 
ence, it was by no means the only one, 
and the markets have been interesting 
and animated. The interruption of 
business caused by the holiday on Nov. 
i Was not spread over several days, but 
rather tended to increase activity aft- 
erward owing to the accumulation of 
investment orders. The sweeping vic- 
tory of the Reform Party in the munic- 
ipal polls caused a sharp advance in 
London County 3’s and a firmer tone 
generally in municipal stocks, operators 
hoping that it will be a check to pre- 
gressive activity and will result in the 
curtailment of expenditure and a di- 
minished supply of new loans. The 
same cause reacted on home railway 
stocks, as it was argued that Parliament 
would be impressed by the result of the 
elections and that opposition to Labor 
Party legislation would be stiffened. 

Another interesting political move- 
ment was the sharp advance in Rus- 
sian issues, chiefly owing to telegrams 
from St. Petersburg to The Times re- 
porting a marked improvement in the 
political and general outlook. 

Politics, again, were the cause of di- 
minished activity and some dullness in 
the American market. 

The South African market has been 
firm and rather more active, receiving 
some support from Paris, and ni- 
trate shares have shown remarkable 
strength,

minimum. Under ean it is estimat- 
ed that the Brazilian Government, aided 
by the loans recently obtained from the 
leading .coffee interests of Europe, with 
some participation in New York, has 
taken about 700,000 bags of the output for 
October, leaving at a guess only about 
250,000 bags to be added to the world’s 
visible supply of Oct. 1 for consumption 
during the present season. The decline in 
the face of these figures has been attrib- 
uted to the closing out of some large 
lines of speculatively held coffee whose 
holders had looked for quicker effects 
from the valorization plan.

The financial position et the Impe- 
rial Bank exhibits signs of continued 
improvement. During the fourth week 
of the month, however, the require- 
ments in connection with the monthly 
settlement made considerable demands 
upon the Bank’s resources and appre- 
ciably impaired its strength. 

The Imperial Bank has considerable 
deposits in London joint stock banks, 
and is therefore in a position to throw 
bills on London on to the market if it 
should become expedient from its point 
of view to check any extraordinary | 
tendency to an advance in London ex- 
change. Perhaps with this object, dur- 
ing the past week the Bank has placed 
London bills on the market. 

There has been an outflow of gold 
from Germany lately, but for the pres- 
ent it is on a comparatively small 
scale, only 1,000,000 to 2,000,000 marks 
being involved, 

During the week the Imperial Bank 
issued 35,000,000 marks of Imperial 
Treasury bonds, and thereby caused an 
advance in private discount to 5% per 
cent. Sribsequently, however, the rate 
fell to 4%, at which figure it has since 
remained. 

The French banking world has re- 
cently been purchasing considerable 
quantities of discount bills here, and in 
local financial circles it is pointed out 
that at present French buyers have a 
more profitable field for purchases in 
Berlin than in London. This is due to 
the fact that in Paris the rate of ex- 
change for the German mark is con- 
siderably lower than for the English 
pound sterling. The Paris bankers, 
moreover, are said to be more willing 
than their colleagues in London to re- 
new bills which have been incurred 
here, and which are shortly due. 

Large quantities of Prussian 3 per 
cent. consols were bought here last 
week for English account. The in- 
vestment is said to be permanent and 
to amount to several million marks.

Stocks Hold Firm—Development Work 
at Mines Extensive.

BOSTON, Novi 4.—Copper stocks have 
resisted to a matked degree the depréss- 
ing influences which have dominated the 
general stock mare last week, and while 
prices have been ‘tobogganing elsewhere 
firmness and in some cas2s even buoyancy 
have prevailed here.

Pickets Out Yesterday, but No

COMPANY WON’T SURRENDER 


President Meade Says Hundreds of 
Thousands Will Be Spent, If Neces- 
sary, to Break the Strike.

| At least a thousand persons gathered in 
| the vicinity of the garage of the New 
Street and Highth Avenue, yesterday, in 
the expectation of witnessing a continua- 
tion of the riotous demonstrations that 
marked the strike of the company’s chauf- 
feurs on Saturday night. 

The chauffeurs and their sympathizers 
were on their good behavior, however, and 
one 
striker had been arrested during the day, 
and this for an offense’committed several 
days ago. This man, Dennis Sullivan, it 
was said, had called Supt. O'Halloran of 
the company, an ex-panhandler. He was 
held by Magistrate Cornell in the York- 
ville Court in $500 bail for a hearing to- 
day. 

It was the riot that resulted in the seri- 
ous wounding of August Lamb, a strik- 
ing chauffeur, who was shot, the strikers 
say, by special policemen itn the employ 
f the company at Thirty-third Street 
and Highth Avenue Saturday night, that 
was the principal topic of conversation 
among the strikers yesterday. At their 
in ex-Senator George W. 
Plunkitt’s Washington Hall, at 781 Miehth 
Avenue, they declared that the wounded 
man had nothing whatever to do with the

When this was told to Mr. Meade he re- 
plied that while he did not know that the 
strikers had access to the company’s 
books, the company was ready if neces- 
sary to spend as much again, and more if 
necessary, in running its business with- 
out the assistance of the strikers. 

No Surrender, Says President Meade. 

“Tt is impossible at the present time to 
say when we will have our business run- 
ning in the old way," said President 
Meade, “‘ but you can rest assured that we 
will not give in to the strikers. We are 
willing to take back those of our old em- 
ployes who have not been concerned in 
the rioting and violence. At least half of 
the men are out unwillingly, and only 
struck because they had been intimidated 
by the violent men in their organization, 
who not only threatened the men, but 
their families as well.” ~ 

Mr. Meade said that three strike break- 
ers were assaulted while on their way 
home on Saturday. One, he said, was at- 
tacked near Fifty-third Street and Eighth 
Avenue and badly beaten. He finally es- 
caped by running into the downtown sta-| 
tion of the elevated railroad at that point. | 
There he lost consciousness, and when he 
came to was in the South Ferry station 
of the elevated road. The second strike 
breaker was beaten while on a north- 
bound Highth Avenue car at Sixty-third 
Street. He had his eyes blackened and 
was badly bruised about the head and 
body. The third assault occurred near the 
company’s garage, and the victim was 
beaten so badly that he had to be as- 
sisted back to the garage by the police. 
No arrests were made, thée-assailants in 
each case getting away before the police 
arrived.

BOGUS GEMS LIKE THE REAL. 


Emeralds and Sapphires Now Made, 
Jewelers Say, That Defy Detection. 


New kinds of emeralds and sapphires 
have appeared within a few days in the 
wholesale jewelry .district, and it is con- 
tended that the products, while artificial, 
are the same in composition and proper- 
ties as the natural stones that are simu- 
lated. The fear is expressed by jewelers 
that the sale of natura] emeralds and 
sapphires will be injured. 

Since the success achieved in the manu- 
facture of rubies, chemists all over the 
world have been working to discover 
processes for making the other three 
stones commanding the highest prices— 
diamonds, emeralds, and sapphires—and 
it is claimed that they have succeeded In 
making artificial emeralds and sapphires 
of such hue and brilliancy as to defy de- 
tection by some of the best judges. 

The so-called emeralds, according to a 
preliminary statement made to the Gen- 
eral Appraisers in the behalf of the im- 
porters, who have protested against the 
duty on the artificial gems, are really 


a gg eg a much cheaper stone, to 
which the characteristic green emerald 
shade has been imparted by a secret proc- 
ess by Paris manufacturers, but supposed 
to include the application of intense heat 
and strong acids. Jewelers say that if 
such @ process has been discovered it 
will mean a revolution in the emerald 
trade. . 

It is expected that testimony will be 
offered to show that the sapphires are 
made by the same process as reconstruct- 
ed rubies, both being of.the corundum 
group. The rubies, it is known, are made 
of alumina, powdered and fused at an in- 
tense heat, and passed through a special 
machine, from which emerge the globules 
which are afterward polished as gems. 
To make sapphires instead of rubies; 
would require only a change in coloring 
from req to blue. 

Because of the great skill of Parisian 
chemists in imitating the natural stones, 
prominent dealers express the opinion that 
this country should have a law similar 
to one tn force in France, as a result of 
which’ a reconstructed stone must be 
sold explicitly as such, so that no buyer 
may be under the misapprehension that 
he is getting a natural stone. 


NEW HOSPITAL OPENED. 


Deformities and Joint Diseases Healed 
Free at Enlarged Jewish Asylum. 


The new Jewish Hospital for Deform- 
ities and Joint Diseases at 1,917 Madison 
Avenue was formally opened yesterday 
afternoon. An informal reception was 
held by the officers and Directors. 

Occupying a_ three-story-and-basement 
brownstone dwelling opposite Mount Mor- 
ris Park, the new Institution, which is 
non-sectarian, is one of the best-equipped 
of its kind in the city. The entire build- 
ing has been remodeled. In the basement 
are the offices and teception rooms for 
patients. The second floor is devoted to 
private examination rooms and a spacious 
X-ray room, where all the newest ap- 
paratus is to be found. On the third 
floor are the various wards. The best 
portion of the fourth floor is devoted to 
the operating room, furnished in glass 
and white enameled steel. 

The hospital is the outgrowth of a dis- 
pensary opened two years ago by Dr. 
Henry W. Frauenthal at Fiftieth Street 
and Lexington Avenue. It met instant 
success, and its list of patients grew so 
large that it was found necessary to seek 
more spacious quarters, with the result 
that the new hospital was opened in Har- 
lem. Special attention will be paid by 
the medical staff to lateral curvature of} 
the spine, a disease which many school 
children are afflicted with. Classes for 
both schoolsteachers will be formed, and 
an effort made to educate the mind to 
care for the body. 

In the course of a few remarks made to 
the visitors E. M. Gattle, President of 
the new hospital, explained that the in- 
stitution had been established for the 
benefit of the deserving poor, that there 
was to be no discrimination regarding 
race, creed, or color, and that it was sup- 
ported entirely by voluntary contribu- 
tions.

FIFTH FIRE IN TWO DAYS. 


The Last, Evidently Set by Young 
Smokers, Destroys Harlem Car Barn. 


The olf car barn of the Metropolitan 
Street Railway Company at East One 
Hundred and Twenty-seventh Street and 
Second Avenue was gutted and a number 
of Summer and horse cars were burned 
by a fire at 5:40 o’clock last night. It 
was the fifth fire there in two days. On 
Friday night there wasasmall blaze, on 
Saturday morning and Saturday evening 
there were two more, and two hours be- 
fore the barn was destroyed the en- 
gines had been called to put out a fire.

PEABODY PROSECUTED 


Mutual Policy Holders’ Officer 
Tells What Has Been Done. 


DELAY HAS BEEN SERIOUS 


Insurance Officla's Coming from Other 
States to Investigate Conspiracy 
and Coercion Charges. 


Russell W. Fish, Secretary of the Mut- 
ual Life Policy Holders’ Association, sont 
a letter yesterday to the members of the 
Executive Committee of the association 
calling the attention of the committee to 
what has been done as to the proposal 
that officials and 
pany be prosecuted criminally on the 
charge of coercing agents to support the 
‘‘administration ticket.” 

Mr. RuSsell says that District Attorney 
Jerome was depended upon to take up the 
criminal proceedings, but has not done so, 
Some of the insurance officials of various 
States, he says, will soon gather in this 
city at the request of the Policy Holders’ 
Association to investigate the charges | 
against the officials. The charges which | 
were filed with President Peabody of the 
Mutual by Calvin Tompkins, Vice Presi- 
dent of the association, and which were 
not investigated, will be the basis of the 
approaching investigation of the Insur- 
ance Commissioners from other States. 

Mr. Fish in his letter says: 


Not merely in answer to queries from many 
of our committeemen to whom this is sent, but | 
also as a report upon the matter of criminal | 
proceedings against the officials and Trustees | 
of the Mutual Life Insurance Company for co- 
ercion of their agents and conspiracy toward 
same, the following is stated: 

Promptly after the company’s methods and | 
the plan to coerce its employes toward sup- 
port of its ‘‘ administration" ticket were sub 
mitted to our counsel, Mr. Warner, he ad- 
vised us that President Peabody and the other 
officials and Trustees concerned were civilly 
and criminally liable, and he advised that we 
prepare for civil prosecution, holding the crim- 
inal proceedings in reserve, although in the 
latter our casé was more olear and less pre- 
paration needed. 

In this, after full consideration, Judge Her- 
rick fully agreed, except that, expressing spe- 
cial confidence in the District Attorney of this 
county, he advised submission of the case to 
Mr. Jerome, which was mada Thursday, Oct. 
18, in the hope that-his prompt action might 
not merely secure punishment of these who 
had meanwhile so brutally treated thetr most 
faithful agents, but also deter them from 
continuing such criminal acts in their can- 
vass for re-election, the voting in which, com- 
mencing Oct. 18, was to continue for two 
months,

A SYNAGOGUE CORNERSTONE, 


Ohab Zedek Congregation to Build a/| 
New Edifice In Harlem. 


Hungarian Jews from all parts of Great- 
er New York gathered in Harlem yester- 
day to witness the laying of the corner- 
stone of the new synagogue of the Con- 
gregation Ohab Zedek, at 116th Street ana 
Fifth Avenue.

THEATRE UNIONS SUSPENDED. 


Disciplined by C. F. U. for Not De- 
claring Opera House Strike. 


After a long debate marked by much Ifll- 
feeling Chairman James Holland of the 
Central Federated Union, at a meeting 
yesterday, declared that the Musical Mut- 
ual Protective Union and the Theatrical 
Protective Union were suspended for fail- 
ure to obey orders. The orders were that 
the Theatrical Protective Union, which is 
composed of stage hands, and the Musical 
Mutual Protective Union should declare 
a strike in the Metropolitan Opera House 
until the members of the Chorus Singers’ 
Union of the Metropolitan Opera House 
are re-employed. The delegates of the 
two unions made a strong protest against 
the suspension. Philip Kelly of the The- 
atrical Protective Union said: 

“It is most unfair to suspend any or- 
ganization in the Metropolitan Opera 
House, because there is not a non-union 
worker employed there. Therefore, even 
if a strike could do any good, it would be 
improper at the present time.” : 

“The unions have had time enou My 
Delegate De Veaux of the Actors ro- 
tective Union said in reply to a state- 
ment of Delegate Canavan of the M. M. 
P. U. to the effect that the Executive 
Committee of his union will meet_to- 
morrow and take up the matter. “ Week 
after week the matter has been taken up 
in this body, and now is the time for the 
stage hands and musicians to strike. They 
could win in twenty-four hours and the 
old chorus would have to be employed,” 

After Emil Marchand, delegate of the 
Chorus Singers’ Union, had spoken, Miss 
Julia Roslyn, the leading singer in the 
old chorus, received the privilege of the 
floor. She described repeated interviews 
she had had with Mr. Conried on the 
subject of the re-employment of the old 
chorus. In this connection she said: 

**T- could swear, if it was my last hour 
on earth, that Mr. Conried promised to 
take us back without discrimination this 
season.”’ 

The delegaies of the Actors’ Protective 
Union and the Chorus Singers’ Union in- 
sisted on the suspension of the two of- 
fending unions.
